Tile $1.20 increase alone would 
he the equivalent of the 13-cent 
hourly pay increase won by the 
C IO Steelworkers in a pace-setting 
settlement last July I.

David, near Stroudsburg, Pa. 
Authorities feared the death toll 
also would rise much higher in 
other sections of the flood area 
since many small towns still were 
surrounded by water and cut off 
from the outside world early today.
